The Germans have invented 
horseshoes for bad roads. This is 
how they doit: The blacksmith, 
when finishing a horse’s shoe, 
punches a hole in the two ends. 
When the shee is cold he taps ina 
screw thread and screws into the 
shoe, when on the horse’s foot, a 
sharp-pointed stud of an inch in 
length. With shoes thus fitted the 
horse travels securely ever the 
worst possible roads.

The Act of 
1887, which the bill proposed to mod- 
ify, was the first Act d which af- 
fected the holding of real estste. The 
bill would mot only allow individuals 
to obtain mineral rights in this coun- 
try, but it would allow corporations 
formed in England, France or Ger- 
many to purchase auy number of pat- 
ents to mining lands, 

Faulkner moved an amendment 
providing that a law where mining 
claims, which beve been patented, are 
acquired by partnership, a majority 
of the partners or directors shall be 
citizens of the United States. 

Stewait said there seemed to bea 
total misapprehension of the bill. It 
left the law, so far as mining claims 
were concerned, in the condition as if 
the Act of 1887 bad not been passed. 
And the Senator himself (Faulkner) 
had demonstrated that no evil had re- 

sulted from it, as it then stood. 

Dolph said the law of 1887 had been 
aimed against the evil of allowing for- 
eigners to hold o tracts of agricul- 
tural lands. The bill simply restored 
the condition of affairs in mining dis- 
tricts of Territories that existed before 
the Act of 1887. 

Without final action on the bill or 
amendment, the bill was laid aside. 


THE BILL PASSES. 


The Senate to-day resumed consid- 
eration of the bill to permit the sale to 
aliens of mineral lands, the question 
being on the amendment offered by 
Faulkner requiring a majority of the 
stockholders, trustees or directors in 
a mining company to be citizens of 
the United States. The amendment 
was rejected —yeas 20, nays 31. After 
further discussion the bill was passed 
—yeas 31, nays 13. 


MERCED’s DAY. 


Great Crowds Ge There to Attend 
the Land Sales. 

MERCED, April 11.—The town is 
alive to-day with land buyers and 
boomers who are here to attend the 
auction sale by order of the Pacific 
Improvement Company. Yesterday’s 
trains brought hundreds from San 
Francisco and surrounding cities, and 
there is a large amount of capital rep- 
resented. The hotels are full to over- 


flowing, and the place presents a 
bustling appearance. Te completion 
of the Crocker & Hoff canal, mak- 
ing possible the irrigation of 1,000 
uare miles of itory and aftording 
erced a mag nt supply of water 
for the domestic and mechanical pur- 
, has given a new impetus to the 
city. There are evidences of substan- 
tia development on every side. The 
fact that Crocker & Hoffman have in- 
vested a million and a half in this 
irrigation enterprise is an assurance 
of their faith inthe future. The large 
holdings which have retarded the 
growth of this section are now being 
subdivided, as they may be made 
more profitable in fruit than in grain 
farming. There are also intimacions 
that the Southern Pacific company in- 
tend to make Merced a railroad center. 
The people of Fresno are looking with 
——- eyes upon the renewal of en- 
rprise at Merced, and see in this city 
~ — and one that bids fair within a 
few years to surpass that date.

A dispatch from Truckee says 
the town t Boca is on the verge of 
a riot. The difficulty originated 
between the admirers of two 
women. Factions fiaally formed, 
and the town is new divided into 
two classes—the employes of the 
Boa brewery and the lumbermen 


This morning the. preliminary 
examination of Charles Graf, ac- 
cused of the murder of Joseph Shan- 
non at the Indian Boy mine, near 
Steambeat Springs, on the morn- 
ing of the 6th instant, was to have 
been beld before Justice Young, 
but owing to the absence of the 
prosecuting witness the case was 
bontlnued until to-morrow morp- 
ing at the same hour. 

This hitch in the proceedings is 
caused by the position taken by P. 
E. Shannon, the father of the mur- 
dered youth, who will neither take 
part in the prosecution of the case 
nor allow his son, Jackson, the 
only eye-witness of the tragedy, to 
appear without due process of the 


law. The District Attorney was of 
the opinion that a desire to see jus- 
tice meted out to the prisoner 
would be a sufficient incentive for 
the prosecuting witness to attend 
without a subpena; but according 
to the dispatch received yesterday 
and published in the GAZETTE and 
the sub joined letter, which the 
District Attorney received this 
morning, the Sbannons have evi- 
dently made up their minds wet to 
attend unless forced to. The Dis- 
trict Attorney bas determined that 
he shall appear and to-day dis- 
patched Constable Upson to Vir- 
ginia, with orders to serve a sub- 
pena on the recalcitrant wit- 
ness. If he still refuses to 
appear an attachmeut will be 
issued and young Shannon 
forced to repeat the statements 
made by him at the Coroner’s in- 
quest and at the time of swearing 
to the complaint. 

All things considered, the action 
of the elder Shannon is, to say the 
least, peculiar, and his reason for 
not voluntarily allowing his 
son to appear as a witness, and 
which are set forth below, may be 
satisfactory to him, but to the mind 
of an impartial observer it would 
seem that a question of finance was 
involved. 

The following is a copy of the 
letter referred to: 

VISO NIA City, April 10. 

Pierce Lans, District Attorney, 
Washoe County—I dont desire either 
to appear myself or have my son ap- 
pear in any criminal proceedings 
against the murderer of my son, Joe, 
except under legal process. 

I have no desire for revenge, and 
my judgment of the result in prose- 
cutions for murder is that the dead 
and the family ot the dead are abused 
and traduced and the guilty escape. 

I am thankful for the efforts of the 
officers of the law, but any voluntary 
appearance on my part or on the part 
of my family is out of the question.

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ply of milk, says the National 
Stockman, to make the work of 
the lambing season light and pleas- | 
ant. If I were to draw two pictures 
of the lambing season, and wished 
to have them in striking contrast, 
one would be a barn whose corners 
and sides were ornamented with 
ewes in pens—in durance vile for 
not doing their duty te their pro- 
geny; the other would be the flock 
coming home at night with the ad- 


‘ditions of the day bringing up the 


rear, carefully attended by their 
mothers. 

One is often tempted to think 
that some ewes are naturally con- 
trary and hard-hearted. Their first 
act on giving birth to a lamb is to 
run off and leaveit. This, however, 
is a perverted action, and not in 
accordance with the nature of the 
ewe. The love of the mother is 
strong in the ewe,and when she 
disowns her lamb we must ascribe 
it te some other cause than to de- 
fecis in her constitutional make- 
up. My observation is that while 
ewes occasionally disown their 
lambs from other causes, the 
greater part of those that disown 
their offspring do so from lack of 
milk, and back of this, of course, is 
lack of proper feed. The ewes are 
sometimes mistreated for their 
owner's faults. Where a ewe has 
milk and yet does not own her 
lamb, a plan that can be recom- 
mended from experience is to give 
a feed of warm mash to increase 
the flow of milk, and then feed the 
lamb from another ewe for two or 
three hours, or until its mother’s 
udder is full enough to pain her: 
this will generally bring the ewe 
to her senses. 

It isan old and well-known de- 
vice—and one that seldom fails— 
when a ewe has lost her lamb, to 
make her take another by placing 
on it the skin of her dead lamb. 
One of our best shepherds says 
that it will never fail, if the blad- 
der of the dead lamb be broken on 
the head of the lamb that is to take 
its place. ; 

Twins are not very desirable, and 
yet much depends on the ewe. 
Some ewes can apparently raise 
two lambs as easily and as well as 
others can raise one. When a lamb 
is needed to take the place of a 
dead one the twins will keep the 
lambs equal to the number of ewes. 
In such a case it is better to take 
the weaker of the two lambs, for 
should the ewe fail to own it, the 
loss will be so much the less. Give 
the best lambs the best chance. A 
lamb should not be despised be- 
cause it is small. If its mother has 
plenty of milk, and is attentive, it 
will well repay the care necessary 
to give it a start in the world. By 
weaning time it cannot be told 
frem the otherlambs. It is impor- 
tant to try and save every lamb; 
even then enough will be lost. To 
do this there should be uo lack of 
help. Suppose you are expecting 
a hundred lambs, and you attempt 
to attend to them and your farm 
work at the same time, and in con- 
sequence, lose five or six lambs, 
from lack of proper attention. 
You have thus lost enough to have 
hired a man te take charge of the 
farm work. It would be better to 
do nothing half of the time, just to 
be where you are needed the other 
half. 

I am not a prohibitionist, and 
yet I never saw much benefit in 
giving whisky to lambs. In the 
first place lambs should not be al- 
lowed to become chilled to such a 
degree that they require a stimu- 
lant, and even then a warm bath 
or a warm place before the fire, 
will generally bring them around 
all right. No lamb, however, 
should be taken to the fire unless 
it is absolutely necessary. Where 
a lamb has once been to the fire 


and requires to be taken again, the | 


last state is generally worse than 
the first. 

It is a well-known fact to almost 
everyone who raises sheep, that 
hogs—especially sows—will devour 
lambs whenever an oppcrtunity 
offers; a lesson well known, and 
yet one that must be learned every : 
few years. No one who reads | 
these lines need learn the lesson 
again this year.
